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The  Blue  and  the  Grey 

Civil  War  Reenactment  in  Rochester 

A  defining  era  in  American  history  will  be 
brought  to  life  again  in  Rochester  when  Civil  War 
reenactors  from  across  the  northeast  gather  for  a  living 
history  weekend.  "Second  Manassas:  The  Unfinished 
Railroad"  will  be  enacted  on  May  20  and  21  in  Rochester 
center,  and  will  feature  military  and  civilian  encampments 
and  full-scale  battle  reenactments  on  both  days. 

Hosted  by  the  Rochester  Lions  Club  and  the  17th 
Virginia  Infantry,  Co.  G,  the  event  will  provide  those  who 
attend  with  a  unique  glimpse  back  in  time,  an 
understanding  of  what  life  was  like  in  the  1860s  for 
common  soldiers  and  their  loved  ones,  and  a  new 
appreciation  of  how  far  our  nation  has  come  in  the 
intervening  135  years. 

Infantry,  artillery,  and  cavalry  units  will 
participate  in  drills  and  demonstrations,  skirmish  in  the 
woods,  and  reenact  two  separate  engagements  from  the 
Battle  of  Second  Manassas  (also  known  as  Second  Bull 
Run)  in  1862:  Branwer  Farm  on  Saturday  and  Groveton 
Crossroads  on  Sunday.  Living  history  scenarios  presented 
in  camp  will  include  a  court  martial,  pay  call,  and  ladies' 
aid  impression,  with  a  Victorian  fashion  show  and  New 
England  Town  Ball  Game  also  planned. 

A  highlight  of  the  weekend  will  be  an  1860s 
period  dance  on  the  town  common  Saturday  night,  with 
music  provided  by  the  Second  South  Carolina  String 
Band.  The  Lions  Club  will  also  be  serving  up  a  pancake 
and  sausage  breakfast  on  Sunday  morning.  Both  events 
are  open  to  the  public.  Admission  to  the  dance  is  free. 
Tickets  for  the  breakfast  are  $3  each.  Both  events  are  open 
to  the  public  and  great  opportunities  to  mingle  with  the 
reenactors. 

In  addition  to  reenactors  portraying  soldiers  and 
civilians,  a  number  of  "sutlers"  will  be  on  hand  to  sell 
their  wares  to  the  public.  Serving  the  same  function  as 
modern  military  post  exchanges,  sutlers  were  merchants 
who  traveled  with  Civil  War  armies  and  sold  a  range  of 
goods  that  the  troops  desired  but  were  not  routinely 
issued.  Today's  sutlers  sell  quality  reproduction  clothing, 
footwear,  military  accoutrements,  cookware,  shelter,  and 
other  goods,  as  well  as  keepsakes  and  souvenirs. 

The  donation  for  attending  "Second  Manassas: 
The  Unfinished  Railroad"  is  $3  per  person.  Children 
under  the  age  of  12  are  FREE.  Proceeds  will  benefit  Lions 
Club  eye  research,  local  organizations  in  Rochester,  and 
historic  preservation.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  May  15  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Barry  Denham,  Selectman  Ray  Andrews  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

In  a  first  order  of  business  for  the  busy  evening, 
the  board  met  with  its  first  appointment,  William  T. 
Nicholson,  Water/Sewer  Superintendent.  Mr.  Nicholson 
came  before  the  board  to  discuss  a  notice  of  intent  sent 
from  the  Buzzards  Bay  Coalition  (BBC)  regarding  the 
Crescent  Beach  Sewer  Preservation  Project  in  conjunction

with  Mattapoisett's  current  project  to  tie  into  the 
Fairhaven  Sewage  Plant  questioning  whether  or  not  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report  was  necessary  for  the  Town 
to  pursue  in  the  BBC's  wishes  to  defer  the  town's  hook  up 
under  their  save  the  Buzzards  Bay  Watershed  projects. 

Mr.  Nicholson  reported  to  the  board  that  his 
department  has  consulted  with  Town  Counsel  and  is 
awaiting  a  reply  for  what  appropriate  response  and 
action,  if  any,  the  town  will  need  to  take  in  regards  to  this 
letter  filed  by  the  Coalition.  From  what  the  Water/Sewer 
Department  has  found  out  thus  far  in  their  inquiry,  "The 
town  doesn't  require  the  preparation  of  an  Environmental 
Impact  Report,"  explained  Mr.  Nicholson.  "This  event 
could  add  or  make  our  response  ...  more  expensive  if  we 
have  to  get  more  involved.  We  will  come  back  to  the 
board  when  we  have  received  more  information  from 
Town  Counsel,"  he  continued. 

Selectman  Denham  reiterated  that  the  BBC  is 
trying  to  stop  the  sewage  hook  up  of  Mattapoisett  into  the 
Fairhaven  treatment  plan  due  to  increased  nitrogen 
loading  into  New  Bedford  Harbor.  The  BBC  has  asked  the 
Town  of  Mattapoisett  to  postpone  its  use  of  the  (plant) 
that  it  has  long  since  bought  and  paid  for  at  the  Fairhaven 
facility.  Mattapoisett's  project  to  tie  into  the  plant  is  still 
only  in  its  early  stages  of  design  and  would  take  a  few 
years  to  complete  regardless  of  the  BBC's  wishes, 
according  to  Mr.  Nicholson.

received  were  well  within  their  original  estimates, 
although  individual  bids  did  vary.  The  $822,084  in  total 
bids  was  just  under  the  $825,613  total  estimated  costs  for 
subcontractor  services. 

Mr.  VanVoorhis  felt  that  certain  specific  jobs  — 
such  as  roofing  which  was  estimated  at  $47,068  but  came 
in  at  $61,500  and  gypsum  and  plaster  which  were 
estimated  at  $91,767  but  came  in  at  $143,960  —  could  be 
simply  a  matter  of  a  contractor  offering  a  "safe  margin"  in 
their  bid  due  to  the  age  of  Town  Hall  and  the  unforeseen 
costs  they  may  encounter  in  working  on  such  a  structure. 

"The  bids  (overall)  did  come  in  below  the  project 
estimate,"  Mr.  VanVoorhis  said.  "I'd  be  surprised  if  we 
don't  come  in  under  the  project  estimate.  With  gypsum 
and  plaster,  we  only  received  the  one  bid,  so  you  can  go 
with  that  price,  re-bid  that  section,  or  leave  it  up  to  the 
general  contractor.  Maybe  we  can  talk  to  some  other 
drywallers  and  quantify  the  amount  of  work  that  needs  to 
be  done." 

Selectman  Cutler  leaned  toward  going  with  that 
bidder,  suggesting  that  the  actual  cost  may  be  lower. 
"We'd  better  make  sure  we're  getting  everything  done  for 
that  kind  of  money,"  he  said.  "I  think  you're  right  that  it's 
a  'safe  bid'  ...  I  think  I'd  be  nervous,  too  ...  working  on  a 
100-year-old  ceiling." 

Mr.  VanVoorhis  said  there  are  72  sets  of  plans  out 
now  and  he  expects  all  the  bids  back  by  May  30.  He  plans 
to  make  a  formal  presentation  at  the  June  5  Annual  Town 
Meeting  on  the  Town  Hall  project  and  he  estimates  the

total  with  all  "soft  costs"  factored  in  to  be  somewhere 
between  $2  and  $2.25  million.  Certain  "contingencies" 
such  as  change  orders,  construction  and  supervision  costs, 
the  hiring  of  a  clerk  of  the  works,  legal  fees,  and  the 
expenses  to  move  and  temporarily  house  Town  Hall 
operations  will  all  have  to  be  included  in  the  final 
estimate. 

"I'd  strongly  recommend  that  you  have  someone 
come  in  for  testing  prior  to  demolition  work,"  Mr. 
VanVoorhis  said.  "You  don't  want  someone  to  find  out  the 
place  is  contaminated  and  they  have  to  shut  the  project 
down." 

Selectman  Cutler  was  also  concerned  about  the 
escalating  expense  of  relocating  Town  Hall  operations 
during  the  construction.  The  idea  to  use  the  new  Highway 
Bam  structure  as  a  temporary  site  was  raised  and  it  was 
an  idea  he  was  starting  to  like.  It  would  require  some 
scheduling  changes,  however,  to  put  that  project  on  the 
fast-track  while  delaying  the  work  on  Town  Hall  after  the 
anticipated  September  15  start  date.  But  it  would  save  an 
estimated  $150,000  in  moving  and  rental  costs  for 
temporary  trailers. 

The  board  agreed  to  ask  Mr.  Huntoon  to  check 
with  the  bidder  on  the  Highway  Barn  project  to  find  out 
when  it  will  be  completed  and  ready  to  occupy  so  they 
might  consider  that  as  an  option  before  work  begins  on 
the  Town  Hall.

■  Battlefield  Earth.  Starring  John 
Travolta  and  Barry  Pepper.  Directed  by 
Roger  Christian.  Running  time:  117 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  PG-13.  At 
Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth  Mall 
and  Flagship  Cinemas  in  New  Bedford. 
When  a  movie  attracts  as  much 
critical  venom  as  Battlefield  Earth,  I  try  to 
go  against  the  grain  if  I  can;  I  like  to 
champion  films  nobody  else  appreciates. 
So,  without  further  ado,  here  are  the  good 
things  about  Battlefield  Earth: 

(1)  It  has  endlessly  bad  dialogue  ripe 
for  Mystery  Science  Theater  3000 
ridicule.  Right  from  the  start,  when  the 
hero  brings  medicine  back  to  his  village 
only  to  be  told  The  gods  took  your  father 
in  the  night,"  I  knew  what  we  were  all  in 
for. 

(2)  It's  only  117  minutes  long.  It  could 
have  been  longer. 

Battlefield  Earth  is  this  year's  what- 
v/ererXhzy- thinking?  movie  —  a  folly  so 
supreme  that  it  occasionally  inspires  awe, 
in  the  sense  of  watching  a  film  so  many 
people  spent  so  much  time  and  money  on 
without  ever  realizing  how  awful  it  is. 
John  Travolta,  the  star  and  co-producer 
of  this  adaptation  of  a  "best-seller"  by  his 
Scientologist  mentor  L.  Ron  Hubbard, 
has  said  that  the  movie  only  covers  the 
first  half  of  the  book,  which  obviously 
leaves  things  open  for  —  you're  sitting 
down,  right?  —  a  sequel.  I  have  just  one 
thing  to  say  to  that:  You  mean  there's 
more? 

We're  in  the year3000,  when  humans 
have  been  all  but  wiped  out  by  a  warlike, 
Klingon-esque  race  called  the  Psychlos.  A 
handful  of  humans,  reduced  to  grungy 
caveman  status,  are  still  subsisting  on  the 
small  wildlife  of  Earth.  One  of  them, 
Johnnie  Goodboy  Tyler  (Barry  Pepper), 
steps  forth  and  leads  the  enslaved  humans 
in  a  mutiny  against  the  Psychlos.  Partially, 
this  involves  a  ploy  by  the  Psychlos'  "leader 
of  security,"  Terl  (Travolta),  who  actually 
facilitatesihe  mutiny  so  that  he  can  make 
off  with  the  gold  he's  forcing  the  humans 
to  mine  for  him.  No  dummies,  the  humans 
just  travel  to  Fort  Knox  and  bring  back  a 
bunch  of  gold  bars  for  Terl,  who  never 
asks  what  technology  the  humans  used  to 
smelt  the  gold. 

For  long  stretches,  Travolta  gets  more 
screen  time  than  the  nominal  hero;  we  get 


a  few  scenes  of  Terlgrousing  about  orders 
from  the  "home  office,"  like  a  latex-laden 
Dilbert.  I  wouldn't  call  Travolta's 
performance  bad,  exactly  —  he's 
fascinating  here,  because  you  constantly 
monitor  him  for  signs  that  he  realizes  how 
silly  the  movie  is.  He  doesn't  seem  to 
notice.  He  tries  to  work  up  a  diabolical 
head  of  steam,  but  I  kept  feeling  that  he 
was  making  some  deep  Scientological 
point  with  nis  character,  some  object 
lesson  of  how  not  to  be.  He  seems,  at  least, 
to  be  having  some  fun,  which  cannot  be 
said  of  poor  Barry  Pepper,  whose  strong 
supporting  work  in  Saving  Private  Ryan 
and  The  Green  Mile  should  remain  pure 
in  your  memory,  unblemished  by  his 
helplessly  bland  performance  here. 

The  plot  is  so  nonsensical  as  to  be 
almost  surreal  —  perhaps  it  came  from 
the  home  office.  Terl  obligingly  pumps 
Johnnie  full  of  helpful  data,  including  the 
Psychlonian  language,  so  that  Johnnie 
can  eventually  use  it  to  teach  his  fellow 
humans  how  to  fly  centuries-old  jet 
fighters  and  blow  up  the  Psychlos.  I 
would've  loved  just  one  human  to  fey  "I 
can't  believe  how  stupidthese  guys  are." 

Viewers  may  well  say  that  about  the 
movie,  too.  Believe  it.  Battlefield  Earth 
isn't  the  usual  boring  waste  of  resources. 
It's  a  laughable  waste  of  resources  that, 
more  laughable  still,  aspires  to  higher 
things.  And  there's  something  almost 
touching  about  that  ending,  which  so 
innocently,  so  trustingly  leaves  the  door 
open  for  a  sequel,  as  if  this  mess  were 
going  to  make  so  much  money  and  inspire 
such  love  in  our  hearts  that  we'd  clamor 
for  Battlefield  Earth  2.  I  have  every 
confidence  that  the  second  half  of  the 
novel  will  go  unfilmed,  and  will  also  go  as 
largely  unread  as  the  first  half.

COOKIN'GOOD 

Chicken  and  Black 
Bean  Burritos

8  ounces  chicken 
10  flour  tortillas 

1  cup  grated  mozzarella  cheese 
1/2  cup  green  pepper 

3/4  cup  chopped  onion 

2  cloves  garlic,  minced 
1/2-cup  mushroom  slices 

1 8  ounces  canned  black  beans 

1  cup  yellow  rice 

20  ounces  whole,  canned  tomatoes 

1  cup  chicken  broth 

2  tsp.  chili  powder 
1/2  tsp.  ground  cumin 

3  T  lime  juice 
1  tsp.  sugar 

1 12  tsp.  ground  coriander 
1  T  olive  oil 

Sour  cream  or  guacamole  for  gar- 
nish 

The  night  before  you  serve  your  bur- 
ritos, soak  the  chicken  in  the  lime  juice, 
chili  powder,  cumin  and  coriander.  Chop 
the  onion  and  green  peppers  and  slice 
the  mushrooms.  Then  cook  the  rice 
according  to  package  directions.  When  it 
is  done,  cover  and  set  on  the  range  top  to 
keep  it  warm.  Preheat  the  oven  to  250 
degrees.  Wrap  the  tortillas  in  aluminum 
foil  or  set  in  a  covered  dish  and  warm 
for  10  minutes.  Then  turn  off  the  oven, 
leaving  the  tortillas  in  the  oven.  While 
the  tortillas  are  warming,  pour  the  chick- 
en broth,  beans  and  the  minced  garlic  in 
a  saucepan  and  bring  to  a  bofl.  Then 
reduce  trie  heat  and  allow  simmering  to 
cook  off  about  half  the  liquid.  Remove 
from  the  heat  and  spoon  the  ingredients 
from  the  pan  with  a  slotted  spoon.  Cover 
and  set  on  the  oven  top  to  keep  warm. 
Pour  the  oil  into  a  skillet  and  add  the 
diced  onion  and  green  pepper,  stirring 
continuously  until  the  vegetable^are 
crispy  tender.  Cut  the  chicken  meat  into 
one-inch  pieces  and  add  the  meat  and 
mushrooms.  Cook  until  the  chicken  is 
slightly  pink.  Add  the  rice  and  stir  until 
mixed.  Add  the  tomatoes  and  sugar  and 
cook  for  five  minutes,  or  until  the  meat 
is  thoroughly  cooked.  Remove  from 
the  skillet  and  remove  the  tortillas  from 
the  oven.  Spoon  even  amounts  of  the 
chicken-rice  mixture  and  the  bean  mix- 
ture into  the  center  of  the  tortillas  and 
sprinkle  some  of  the  cheese  evenly 
over  top.  Wrap  each  side  around  the 
ingredients,  folding  up  one  end  so  the 
ingredients  don't  fall  out.  Top  with  sour 
cream  or  guacamole.
